The TXC-1 can copy 120rpm maps but the picture appears twice around the 
drim with each picture composed of alternate scan lines. 


Kyoto News/JJC is the last source of 60rpm fax that I know about. The problem is 
that for the last few years they have been encrypting most of their transmissions 
although some are rumored to be in the clear.

Hi, 


I have been going through my NCX-1000 (s/n 0085) cleaning it up and making 
sure the high voltage sections are ok. It receives quite well, but I have 
not tried 

to transmit yet due to concerns with the caps in the HV filter section. As 
I have 

been working on it, I have been documenting some small changes (mods) I 
have found, primarily replacements for low voltage regulators and in the 
metering (shunt resistances changed). 


I just picked up one of the unfinished NCX-1000 chassis left over from when 
National shut down the production lines. It is s/n 0386 and has some 
differences in the final amp area that I am considering putting into my unit. 
In particular, the cathode pins (1,4,9) in the newer chassis have been 

lifted from 

ground and reconnected as follows: Pin 4 to a fuse holder on the rear of the 
chassis marked as "F5" and then to ground. Each of pins 1 and 9 are connected 
through 690-ohm, 2 watt resistors to ground. In normal operation, the cathode 
would be grounded by the fuse and if the fuse blows, the parallel 690-ohm 
resistors would bias the cathode up and drop the current to safe levels, 
apparently to prevent possible damage to the screen grid if the cathode 

was simply disconnected by the fuse blowing with plate and screen voltages 
applied......... not a bad idea with 8122's being rare! 


Now, the reason for this email...... my manual matches my unit, but there were 
most likely either later manual issues or engineering change notices to cover 
the production mods. Does anyone on the list have a later manual which has 
the cathode circuitry described? Or does anyone know where I might get a 

copy of at least the newer schematics? I'm going to try the normal manual 
vendors (W7FG, etc.) but my experience has been that it is very hard to find 
specific versions through these sources. The only indication on my manual 

is "079010" printed in the lower right corner of the first page. 


My guess is that there are other changes I have not yet discovered between 


my two units and may not find without a newer schematic. 


I'll be glad to pay for copying. A scanned, digital version would also work 
fine 
for me.

> I'd appreciate information on neutralizing the DX-40 final amp. I had an

As the Heath manual states, the DX-40 does not require neutralization. That 
is because the pi-network grid drive circuit lowers the grid impedance such 
that grid-plate feedback capacitance is swamped. If you are having 
stability problems with a DX-40 I suggest you improve the grounding 
throughout. My DX-40 does not use Heath's ground bus which is a clumsy 
attempt to overcome poor grounding of tube socket saddles and it has no 
stability problems. Use star washers top and bottom at all points involved 
in grounding and torque well.

be a subscriber to post to the list, try to follow along... 


Under some circumstances, the changes to your email address are 
"transparent" to you, but prevent posting. I get error notification 
for these kinds of problems, and I try to work them out. However, 

I may miss one, and on this end, the process is anything BUT 
automatic. 


You have a bigger stick than I do. You and your ISP have the primary 
responsibility to repair the problems caused by the change at the 
ISP. I have zero leverage with your ISP, and you have great leverage. 


Most ISP maintain a customer service department to help with problems 
like these. This should be your first line of support for email 
problems. I am happy to assist and consult, but try to understand 


that when your ISP makes a change to their email handler, and that 
change prevents you from posting to the boatanchors list, I can help, 
but resolving this problem is your responsibility, working with your 
ISP. I am but a volunteer, contributing my time to administer the list.

Just had a nasty t-storm blow through here, remnants of Ivan I suppose. We had a 
nearby lightning strike that caused power to trip for a few seconds, and after the 
storm cleared, and I reconnected my phones and computer, I had a strong hum on the 
phone line. Measured 50 VAC at 60 Hz. Troubleshot it to a failed (shorted) line 
protector element slug on one side of the line at the outside service entrance. 
Removing the slug, which apparently was popped by the lightning strike, has 
cleared the ground fault for the time being. Called SBC Repair to ask where I 
might be able to get replacement protector elements. They didn't know (suggested 
I try Radio Shack) but said they would send out a repairman at no charge Monday 


Since they are responsible for the service entrance. I really don't need to have 
someone come out for a 10 second job if I could get new slugs myself, and would 
really like the protection restored ASAP since we may have more storms coming 
though tonight. Are these things sold retail anywhere? I have the old style 3 
terminal service entrance protector used back about 25 years and more ago, with 
two replaceable hex headed protector slugs, one for each side of the line to 
ground. 


Off to Shadio Rack and Dome Hepot..maybe they have something more state of the art 
with MOVs. I'm thinking of just putting a trio of MOVs across the protector (line 
to line and each side of line to ground). Any suggestions on a good MOV to use 
for this function? 


I guess if I can't £1ix this myself right away, I'll have to disconnect the 
incoming line from my house wiring if another storm blows in. 


BTW, talked to Dale, KW1I earlier this afternoon at the MRCA meet in Gilbert, PA. 
Conditons were pretty bad there, with the building they hoped to have things going 
on in today flooded out by all the rain they got last night and today.
